Asks TO-Cent Gas 
ST. PAUL, Minn., March 2.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Richard Dunleavy of Minne­ 
apolis introduced a bill in the house 
today making the maximum price of 
illuminating gas 70 cents per 1,000 
feet in all cities of 50,000 popula­ 
tion or more. 
The bill also requires 
that gas test 600 British thermal 
units per cutie foot and give 16- 
candlepower light without a mantle, 
with a flow' of 5 feet per hour. 
No 
exceptions are made to any of these 
requirements and a penalty of $1,000 
a day is provided for transgressing 
any of them.

Auto Bill Recommended 
ST. PAUL, Minn., March 2.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— The house recommended for 
passage the bill increasing the auto­ 
mobile license fee from $1.30 to $5, 
for three years. 
The money deriv­ 
ed therefrom would be used for road 
and bridge building. 
The bill would make it a felony 
instead of a misdemeanor to steal 
an automobile. 
Several amendments 
were adopted, only one which is of 
an important nature. 
This would 
limit to $50,000 the amouut of mon­ 
ey in the automobile fund expended 
in three years. 
The bill in its orig­ 
inal form made no limitation on the 
expenditure of funds, merely leaving 
it to the discretion of the secretary 
of Btate. 
The amendment was offer- 
ered by Representative Thomas Gir­ 
ling.

W ASHINGTON, M arch 2.— A final 
a tte m p t was m ad e in the house to­ 
day to pass th e adm inistration ship 
purch ase bill. It bum ped into 
the 
rocks of a republican filibuster im­ 
m ediately. 
House dem ocratic 
leaders 
Mid 
said th a t th e bill would be forced 
th ro u g h 
before 
adjournm ent 
to­ 
night. facing th e issue squarely of 
an all-day filibuster. 
Roll-call after 
roll-call, delaying proceedings 
and 
pushing aside all business, was forc­ 
ed by Republican L eader Mann. 
He ad m itted , how ever, th at event­ 
ually th e a d m in istratio n forces prob­ 
ably would break down th e filibuster 
and pass th e conference report. 
The filibusters’ 
determ ined stand 
caused a sudden switch in democrat­ 
ic plans. 
T he dem ocrats agreed to 
postponing th e bill until later in the 
afternoon, a n d M ann agreed to drop 
filibuster tem porarily, allowring ap­ 
prop riatio n bills to com e up. 
Nine ap p ro p riatio n bills, carrying 
$990,000,000, still 
rem ained today 
before congress. 
Only Av® have been 
sent to th e president. 
Passage of a g reatly reduced riv­ 
ers and h arb o rs appro p riatio n to pro­ 
vide only for existing projects, seem­ 
ed th e probable solution of the re­ 
publican opposition to th is measure^ 
All indications today in congreet 
pointed to ru ra l c re d it’s defeat, and 
incidentally to defeat of the agri­ 
c u ltu ral ap p ro p riatio n bill,

by a p residential veto, or a senate 
and house deadlock.
